The Burning Bush was a Mustard Tree! 


And the angel of the LORD appeared unto him in a flame of fire out of the midst of a bush: and 
he looked, and, behold, the bush burned with fire, and the bush was not consumed... 


I've been studying prophecy in earnest since | was 14 years old (about 44 years now) and this is 
the first time that | have ever seen that the word used for 'bush' (three times in Exodus 3:2 
above) is unknown.

The Greek term, s/napi, is of

It is a plant that belongs to the 
Brassica species, of which there 
are four subspecies in
